Santa Cruz, June 24. — Any­ 
one 
going 
to 
the 
G o l d e n 
Gate 
International 
Exposition, 
who has the extra time to spare 
should go via new State Highway 
No. 1, north from San Luis Obis­ 
po. The last stretch of road along 
^ th e steep cliffs, about half way 
* between the above two 
towns, 
was cut through only two years 
ago, opening up a beautiful and 
rugged country. 
The scenery between San Luis 
Obispo and Monterey along State 
Highway No. 1 is 
magnificent. 
Highlight features of this stretch 
of highway are Mission San Luis 
Obispo at San Luis Obispo, 
the 
Morro Rock in Morro Bay State 
Park, WiUiam Randolph Heart’s 
huge mansion on his ranch 
at 
San Simeon, the beautiful 
pine 
and redwood filled 
canyons 
of 
the Santa Lucia mountains, Pfeif­ 
fer Redwood State Park on 
the 
Big Sur river, Point Lobos State 
Park, Carmel Mission, and 
the 
resort of Carmel itself. 
Persons pressed for time 
can 
return to U. S. Highway 101 at 
Salinas, but State Highway No. 1 
on north through 
Santa 
Cruz 
passes through much interesting 
country, where the stately 
red­ 
wood is ever present on the land­ 
scape. 
Highway No. 1 is much slower 
traveling than U. S. 101. 
How­ 
ever, the road is smooth and 
in 
excellent state of repair, and the 
grades are all easy. 
The road is 
quite crooked along 
its 
entire 
length between San Luis Obispo 
and Monterey, a distance of 142 
miles. 
For miles and miles the road 
runs along the side of almost per­ 
pendicular mountain slopes, five 
or six hundred feet above 
the 
ocean. 
Wherever there is a lit­ 
tle flat there is a 
small ranch. 
These ranches have been 
there 
for many years. Before the road 
was built, these pioneer ranchers 
had to pack in with horses over 
the Santa Lucia mountains from 
the Salinas River valley. Heavy 
equipm ent and supplies had 
to 
be brought in by boat. They were 
indeed isolated. 
The mansion on 
the 
Hearst 
ranch, as seen from the highway 
about six miles away, looks like 
a huge cathedral. 
It is on the 
very top of a high mountain. 
Big Sur resort in the Pfeiffer 
redwoods 
is very 
picturesque. 
The redwoods along the Big Sur 
river are very dense.

San Francisco, June 28.—Last 
Sunday it was my good fortune 
to tour the 900-acre seed ranch 
near Gilroy, owned and operated 
by the Ferry-Morse Seed Com­ 
pany of San Francisco and De­ 
troit. 
Mrs. Barkow and I, along 
with the Armand V. Turonnets 
of Palm Springs and San Jose, 
were the guests during the after­ 
noon and evening 
of 
Thomas 
Landrum, vice-president and gen­ 
eral manager of the corporation, 
and Mrs. Landrum, in their love­ 
ly home on the ranch. The Land­ 
rums are frequent 
visitors 
in 
Palm Springs. 
During the afternoon Mr. Land­ 
rum showed us about the mod­ 
ern ranch where many kinds of 
vegetables and flowers are grown 
for their seeds. The ranch com­ 
prises 900 acres, all under inten­ 
sive cultivation, and is worked by 
approximately 100 employes dur­ 
ing the busy season. 
Various varieties of the same 
vegetables or flowers are raised 
in plots many acres apart to pre­ 
vent cross 
pollination. 
Nearby 
farmers also raise seeds for the 
company, farming their own land 
under the supervision of Ferry- 
Morse botanists. 
Seeds are graded and separated 
from chaff and weed seed by 
interesting machines. One of the 
great problems is to keep batches 
of seed pure and free from for­ 
eign 
varieties 
of 
seeds. 
This 
makes it necessary to keep the 
mill and huge warehouses very 
clean. 
Warehouses and mill are 
kept clean by frequent thorough 
goingovers with blasts of 
com­ 
pressed air.

Solons Adopt 
High School 
Division Law 


Senate bill No. 341 introduced 
by Senator John P. Phillips of 
Banning has passed the senate 
and assembly and was sent to 
the governor, June 21, for his 
signature. 
The bill would en­ 
able Palm Springs to form a new 
high school district. 
It is now 
a part of the Banning Union high 
school district. 
The bill provides that the ter­ 
ritory within the new high school 
district, formed under the pro­ 
visions of this bill, shall be liable 
for the same proportion of the 
then outstanding indebtedness of 
the high school district, from 
which the new high district was 
formed, as it would have been 
liable for had the new high 
school district not been formed. 
The bill siipulates that “When­ 
ever a union high school district 
maintains 
two or 
more 
high 
schools separated by a distance 
of twenty or more miles by the 
nearest 
traveled 
road, 
where 
each school is located in an in­ 
corporated city, the governing 
board of the high school district 
may call an election for the pur 
pose of submitting to the quali­ 
fied electors of each district the 
question of whether a new high 
school district shall be formed 
from the territory of the high 
school district to include one of 
the high schools and to have such 
boundaries 
as 
the 
governing 
board of the high school district 
shall determine provided that no 
such separation of school dis 
tricts shall leave the remaining 
part of the district from which 
the separation is being made 
with less than twenty-five per­ 
cent of the assessed valuation of 
the entire district." 
If the majority of votes cast 
at an election to determine if a 
new school district shall be form­ 
ed 
are in the affirmative, the 
new high school district shall be 
deemed to be formed from the 
first day of July following the 
filing of the certificate with the 
county superintendent of schools.

Tramway 


Two engineers of the South­ 
west Engineering Co., of Los An­ 
geles: George W. Clemson 
and 
Mr. Hansen, of Spokane,

here yesterday to study the pro­ 
posed Mt. San Jacinto tramway 
and to determine the best possi­ 
ble site for the funicular 
rail­ 
way. 
The engineers were accompa­ 
nied by Harry 
Batchelor 
and 
Raymond 
Cree, 
and 
Francis 
Crocker, the latter having been 
active the past two years in the 
proposal. 
Mr. Batchelor interested the 
Southwest Engineering Co. in the 
matter, and he has also contact­ 
ed members of the State 
Park 
Commission. 
Although the com­ 
mission has made 
no 
definite 
statement, 
they declared 
they 
will consider the matter 
when 
they receive definite advice as to 
the method of financing. 
They 
have shown great interest in the 
proposed project. 


All those who have studied the 
matter, including the late Joseph 
Strauss, who built the 
Golden 
Gate bridge and more than 500 
other sim ilar 
projects, 
declare 
the tramway is 
practical 
and 
feasible and would no doubt net 
the owners a profit.

Hampshire, and all other

TRIBAL MANAGEMENT 
OF LOCAL INDIANS 
IS APPROVED 


The local Agua Caliente tribe^> 
of Indians has received the offi­ 
cial approval for tribal manage­ 
ment of the reservation, 
from 
Secretary Harold L. Ickes of the 
Department of Interior and John 
Collier, Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs at Washington, D. C. This 
gives the Indians the right 
to 
manage their own affairs in com­ 
pliance with the laws and regu­ 
lations of the Department of In­ 
terior. 
John Forline will serve as busi­ 
ness manager and tribal 
coun­ 
sellor, and Noel C. Wilson will 
represent the Department of the 
Interior on the ground. 
Mr. Forline is an efficient exec­ 
utive and has had years of ex­ 
perience in administrative work. 
He lived in Palm 
Springs 
for 
many years, and knew many of 
the Indians here as a boy. After 
leaving here he became an oil 
company executive, but when his 
health 
broke 
from 
strenuous 
work, 
he 
returned 
to 
Palm 
Springs more than a year ago. 
Having fully recovered, he is 
now ready to get back 
in 
the 
harness. 
Secretary Ickes and 
Commis­ 
sioner Collier complimented the 
Indians 
on 
their petition 
for 
tribal management, and in their 
letter of approval had 
this 
to 
say:

"Dear Sirs: 
“Your petition of April 15 has 
been received and given careful 
consideration. 
The program for 
tlie development and manage­ 
ment of your land resources ap­ 
pears, as a whole, to be sound 
and practical. It is your program. 
In carrying out this program, you 
can count on the assistance of 
the Office of Indian Affairs to 
help you in every possible way. 
I hope that you will accept the 
cooperation of the Government in 
the spirit in which it is offered. 
“Sound and practical also, I be­ 
lieve, is the form of tribal organ­ 
ization you propose in your peti­ 
tion. The number of adult mem­ 
bers of the band is so relatively 
small, they are concentrated on 
so small an area, that frequent 
consultations of all the adult 
members on tribal business 
is 
possible without undue hardship 
or delay. The success of the pro­ 
posed tribal organization depends 
almost entirely on the continua­ 
tion of the spirit of unity shown 
in your petition; also, it is nec­ 
essary for the proper functioning 
of the proposed organization that 
the self-interest of the individual 
member give way to the best in­ 
terest of the Band as a whole. 


Good Neighbor Policy 


“One of the important parts of 
your petition is the statement of 
the cooperative policy you pro­ 
pose to pursue in relation to your 
neighbors in the city of P a l m 
Springs. Your interests are close­ 
ly tied up with those of the Palm 
Springs community. The growth 
of this community has given your 
lands high values far in excess 
of their worth 
as 
agricultural 
lands. 
As 
the 
City 
of Palm 
Springs prospers, so 
will 
you 
prosper. 
In this case the good- 
neighbor 
policy 
applies 
with 
special 
force 
to 
mutual 
ad­ 
vantage. * * * 
“I hope that this approval of 
your petition will mark the be­ 
ginning of a long period of con­ 
structive cooperation between the 
Agua Caliente Band, the DejArt- 
ment of the Interior 
and

Advisory Committees 


The agreement between the in­ 
dividual members, the tribe, and 
the government, the right of the 
individual member of use 
and 
occupancy of a piece 
of tribal 
ground is recognized, which 
is 
confirmation of a custom on res­ 
ervations for many years. 
Committees will act only in an 
advisory capacity, and final ac­ 
tion will be by the tribe 
as 
a 
whole through decision by a m a­ 
jority of the members. 
Policing of the reservation will 
continue as in the past under the 
direction of Joe Welmas, in co­ 
operation with the Palm Springs 
police department. 
Mr. Welmas 
has been the police officer on the 
reservation 
for

An appraisal committee, 
sisting of 
Lena 
Welmas. 
Patencio and Anthony 
Arenas, 
was also elected. 
It will be the 
duty of this committee to make 
a survey and appraisal of tribal 
and individual land holdings for 
the purpose of determining the 
procedure for 
improvement of 
lands and buildings and a sched­ 
ule of rentals. It is also the func­ 
tion of the committee to serve as 
a planning committee for the de­ 
velopment of tribal lands. 
The tribe also decided to have 
an Education Committee for in­ 
struction and training of 
tribal 
members 
in 
business manage­ 
ment of their own affairs, devel­ 
opment of Indian arts and crafts, 
! and other educational matters. 
A fiesta committee will have 
charge of tribal fiestas, ceremo­ 
nials, games, sports, etc. 
Present at the Indians’ m eet­ 
ing were C. E. Faris of Washing­ 
ton, D, C., representing Commis­ 
sioner Collier; and Carl Spinner 
of the Riverside Indian agency. 
The meeting was held 
in 
the 
Mexican lodge room on the res­ 
ervation. 
In the petition sent to Commis­ 
sioner Collier, the Indians agreed 
that the rights of all on the res­ 
ervation are equal, and pledged 
their cooperation with the white 
residents of Palm Springs, as fol­ 
lows: 
"We are agreed that because 
of the location of our proper­ 
ties adjacent to the properties 
of the white people of 
Palm 
Springs, we should 
cooperate 
with these people, and to this 
end. we state 
the 
following 
general policy 
in

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 
(Hemet News) 
The widely read “Desert Sun” 
of Palm Springs in its issue last 
week pulled no punches in call 
ing attention to the asserted fail­ 
ure of the city of Hemet to “wash 
behind 
its 
ears.” 
The 
Palm 
Springs paper was calling atten 
tion to the mushroom spreading 
of 
billboards 
along 
Hemet's 
street. 
In the city 
of 
P a l m 
Springs, it should be pointed out 
the erection of billboards is not 
permitted. 
The 
editorial 
in 
the 
Palm 
Springs paper is not compliment­ 
ary to Hemet, but it is excellent 
food for thought. Here it is: 
“If, as claimed, the city of He­ 
met has more than 3300 popula­ 
tion, it’s time for that Riverside 
county municipality to wash be­ 
hind its ears. 
“Has it ever occurred to 
the 
people of Hemet that their town 
has more ugly billboards to the 
square block than any other city 
in the county? 
Entering Hemet 
from either the north or 
west, 
billboards obstruct the view 
of 
the valley and the mountains. 
"There are billboards 
across 
from the city park, opposite the 
school houses and across from or 
| adjoining the better 
residences. 
' One of the high city officials of 
Hemet is said to have a 
nice 
revenue from a vacant lot near 
the center of the city on which 
he rents space to a theatre for 
billboard advertising. What does 
the Hemet Woman’s Club think 
of that? 
Or the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce? Or The Hemet News? 
“Hemet’s billboards make He­ 
met a cheap town. 
“Why a community that spon­ 
sors so beautiful a cultural enter­ 
prise as the 
Ramona 
Pageant 
spoils it all by letting the thea­ 
tres and other billboard 
users 
make a “gas house district” of 
the whole city is difficult to un­ 
derstand. 
“Billboards not only 
destroy 
Hemet’s beauty, but they destroy 
Hemet’s property values as well. 
“Perhaps there are other towns 
in which the billboard situation 
is just as bad, but there are few 
that would be more 
attractive 
than Hemet if the billboards were 
not there.” 
The editor of the Palm Springs 
paper is not the first person who 
has noticed and commented about 
the Hemet 
billboard 
situation. 
Many visitors here have express­ 
ed regret that the beauty of the 
city and valley are spoiled in this 
way. 
The city council and the 
chamber of commerce could do 
something about it, and probably 
would do something if convinced 
that the people have 
sufficient 
pride to want a cleaner city.

House of Commons the English statesm an, Ed­ 
mund Burke, flung the cause of the Colonists into 
the teeth of arrogant George III, in his famous 
Speech on Conciliation. 
Today, the comparative freedom slowly won 
by the Italian and German peoples under limited 
monarchical government is gone. Russia has ex­ 
changed the despotism of the czars for the more 
ruthless absolutism of a 
dictator. 
A 
military 
clique rules Spain. Formidable radical minorities 
“bore from within” in France. 
Fascists openly 
campaign for power in conservative old England. 
Here, too, m alcontents ‘‘bore from within”— 
all the more dangerously because the liberty we 
prize protects them! 
Here in California, and in 
m any other States, Communists—sworn enemies 
of the Bill of Rights—openly present candidates 
for public office. Nazi “bunds” convene in Amer­ 
ican halls to venerate the Swastika and sneer at 
the American flag. 
July 4,1939, should be a day for serious think- 
:Hg by every American. 
Let us celebrate, as al­ 
ways, the boon of freedom that the blood of our 
incestors won for us. But on that day let us also 
remember that “eternal vigilance is the price of 
Liberty,” and rededicate ourselves to the 
rigid 
guardianship of that freedom. 


‘BRITISH TAKE WASHINGTON’ 


Through the streets of Washington, D. C., 
sw ept victorious British marines and sailors — 
driving before them American soldiers in one of 
the few battles lost by home troops in the War of 
1812— to capture the capital and burn the half- 
bnilt capítol and the President’s home. 
This 
month, 125 years later, when the King and Queen 
of England proceeded to the White House 
over 
those same streets, a California newspaper head­ 
lined the story: “British Take Washington.” Truly, 
they did—a “capture” greater than any by force 
o f arms. 
For their “arms” were British friend­ 
ship, British Democracy, the common heritage of 
language, ideals of individual freedom, and the 
-wili to peace. 
When President Roosevelt a n d

The shooting occurred at 7:45 
p.m. in front of Ogles’ homestead, 
four miles w est of Twenty-N ine 
Palm s. 
Ogles’ wife, A lta, w as at 
a cafe w hen th e tragedy occurred. 
W oman Collapses 
Mrs. Payne, her husband, Jen- 
jy f lk 
42> and 
their daueh ter- 
E ljp'tellen, had driven from the 
desert village 
and 
stopped 
in 
front of Ogles’ ranch to take a 
walk. 
Payne said he heard a re­ 
port and then his wife cried out, 
'W hat was that? 
Som ething hit 
m e.” 
Mrs. 
Payne 
collapsed 
and 
Payne cried out to Ogles, “Come 
and help me. 
You have shot my 
w ife.” 
W hen 
Ogles 
did 
not 
reply, 
Payne placed his wife in their 
car and rushed her to a phy­ 
sician’s 
office 
in 
Tw enty-N ine 
alms w here she died about 8:30 


Ogles told officers that he and 
his wife had quarreled a short 
tim e before the shooting and that 
when he saw Mrs. Payne on the 
highw ay, he believed her to be 
his wife w ith another man. Ogles 
said he did not see the girl be­ 
cause of heavy brush betw een 
his home and the highway. 
Insanely Jealous 
Ogles said he w orked him self 
into a fit of “insane frenzy” and 
then took a ..22 caliber rifle, 
w alked to the door, opened the 
screen and fired in the direction 
of the woman. 
“I didn’t believe I shot any­ 
one,” Ogles w as quoted as saying. 
H e didn’t h ear Payne cry for 
help. 
Ogles said he then w aited in 
the house for 20 m inutes and 
left 
the 
ranch 
and 
h a i l e d 
a passing m otorist and rode as 
far as the Sm oke Tree cafe, two 
m iles from his ranch. 
Locales Wife 
W alking into the cafe, Ogles 
found his w ife there and de­ 
m anded the keys to their car, 
Mrs. Ogles gave her husband the 
keys and Ogles w as taken home 
by Elm er Raines. 
Ogles said he 
w ent to bed and was aw akened 
a few hours later by officers. 
Questioned 
by 
U ndersheriff 
Stocker, Ogles said he had been 
drinking heavily 
for 
the 
past 
week. 
Payne signed the m urder com­ 
plaint against Ogles im m ediately 
after he adm itted firing the shot. 
The prelim inary hearing will be 
held next Friday. 
Mr. and Mrs. Payne form erly 
lived in LaV em e and m oved to 
Tw enty-N ine Palm s a week ago.

a four-place cabin plane w ill be 
stationed at Pom ona during the 
season of fire hazard to assist in 
forest fire control. 
A sim ilar plane will be sta­ 
tioned 
a t 
Fresno, it is stated, 
w ith larger ones assigned to C ali­ 
fornia located a t Oakland airport. 
■They 
are 
private 
planes 
for 
w hich contracts w ere signed by 
Regional Forester S. B. Show. 
It 
is feared that this may be one of 
th e state’s m ost serious fire seas­ 
ons. 
Teats Prove Value 
The 
contract 
airplanes 
are 
equipped to deliver any kind of 
fire line food and equipm ent by 
parachute. 
P ast 
and 
current 
field experim ents prove the ef­ 
ficient m anner in which national 
forest officers a re able to service 
fire cam ps in inaccessible m oun­ 
tain areas. Flying over fire camps, 
pilots can drop packaged cargo 
w ith common burlap' parachutes. 
In practical use of this m ethod 
a t the scenes of severe forest fires 
in northern California last sum ­ 
m er little or no dam age resulted 
to 
supplies 
dropped 
from less 
th an 1000 feet above the ground. 
T he Red Cap fire in K lam ath 
N ational forest w as serviced w ith 
80,000 pounds of supplies deliv­ 
ered by airplane. 
A erial delivery m ethods have 
been acclaim ed invaluable in ef­ 
fecting earlier suppression of for­ 
est fires than could be expected 
from th e use of pack anim als in 
m any 
backw oods sections.

though aerial cargo delivery is 
tw ice as costly as servicing fire 
fighters by pack m ules or horses,

Scores of

to deliver the talks, Vallee

clared. 
"The bar feels that through its j 
program it is dem onstrating

duct,” the bar president said. “By 
its educational program the State 
B ar has sought to w arn and cau­ 
tion young people about the p it­ 
falls of crime.

HEAD OF MIGRATORY 
CAMP TRANSFERRED 


T ransfer of Ray Mork, camp 
m anager of the Indio m igratory 
camp, to Bakersfield w here he 
will m anage two sim ilar camps, 
has been announced. 
Mike B ruich and Fred Ross, 
who have w orked w ith Mork in 
Indio, will also be transferred to 
the Bakersfield area, w here B ru ­ 
ich will be assistant at the A rvin 
camp and Ross at the S hafter 
camp. 
W hat will happen to the Indio 
camp after M ork's tran sfer takes 
effect 
was 
not 
known. 
Indio 
citizens 
and 
Riverside 
county 
welfare and relief heads have re ­ 
peatedly urged the abandonm ent 
of the cam p and charged th at it 
has never been used for a m igra­ 
tory agricultural w orkers’ camp, 
as was intended, but rath e r as a 
concentration camp for non-resi­ 
dent indigents. 
Early in M ay it w as reported 
that the governm ent w as to close 
the cam p Ju ly 10, b u t those in 
charge w ere reported to have ex ­ 
pressed the belief th at should it 
be closed it w ould never be sta rt­ 
ed again, because of opposition 
to it in the county. L ater it was 
reported to have orders to re ­ 
main open all sum m er, bu t those 
in opposition now believe th at no 
new m anager w ill be transferred 
to fill M ork’s place and th at the 
camp will be closed for th e sum ­ 
mer a t least. 
Opposition to the cam p in the 
valley 
grows 
from 
a 
feeling 
among ranchers th at those in the 
camp refuse all w ork and cause 
a feeling of unrest am ong other 
w orkers in th e com m unity, it is 
said. 
An incident some tim e ago, 
when m igratory w orkers refused 
to 
w ork 
as 
cotton 
choppers 
brought the m atter to a head. 
Regional director of the cam p re ­ 
ported that the men w ere offered 
$1 a day for th e w ork and re ­ 
fused because they w ere given 
no 
hourly 
guarantee. 
H. 
B. 
Mitchell, of th e Riverside county 
bureau of w elfare and relief, re­ 
ported to the board of supervis­ 
ors th a t the m en w ere offered $1 
per acre, not $1 per day, and 
that those w ho continued w ork 
averaged 37 cents per hour.

Highway 60 
Convention in 
Riverside Next Year 


Riverside has been assured the 
1940 national convention of the 
U. S. Highway 60 association, S u ­ 
pervisor W alter V. Pittm an, new ­ 
ly-elected president of the or­ 
ganization, announced upon his 
return W ednesday from Cairo, 
111. 
With 150 delegates in atten d ­ 
ance, Pittm an reported that a res­ 
olution was adopted urging the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads to 
allocate sufficient funds to com­ 
plete the unpaved portion of the 
highway through Oklahoma, to­ 
taling 62 miles. 
Highlight of the conclave, he 
said, was the report of H. B. 
Owens, retiring secretary show ­ 
ing that $62,964,304.31 had been 
expended on highw ay im prove­ 
ments along the route up to De­ 
cember 31, 1938. 
Progress now under way along 
U. S. Highway 60 w as disclosed 
as follows: 
Virginia 
is 
constructing 
2.0 
miles of macadam betw een Clif­ 
ton Forge and Longdale, and has 
completed resurfacing spots be­ 
tween Newport News and Hilton 
village. 
W est Virginia is constructing 
1.373 miles of cem ent, and K en­ 
tucky is engaged on a 5-mile high 
type of paving project, to be com­ 
pleted in August. A contract will 
be awarded for an additional 30 
miles this year in that state. Mis­ 
souri is constructing 8 miles of 
concrete, and O klahom a is build­ 
ing 7.5 miles of asphalt on gravel 
and 8 miles of untreated gravel. 
Texas is constructing .48 of a 
mile of bitum inous treated high­ 
way, with 14.4 m iles to be su r­ 
faced from Deaf Sm ith county 
and the Randall county line to 
Hereford. 
New Mexico com plet­ 
ed 9 miles of flood drain and 
surface on June 1. 
The program 
here also calls for 8 m iles of su r­ 
facing, and 35 m iles of oil pro­ 
cessing during this year. 
Arizona expects to com plete 30 
miles of oil surfacing about Sep­ 
tem ber 30, and contem plates con­ 
struction 
of 
an 
additional 
25 
miles, 10 miles of w hich will be 
graded and surfaced 
w ith 
oil, 
and 15 miles to be given an oil 
surface. 
The type of construction on U. 
S. Highway 60, according to a 
log subm itted, includes concrete,
